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NCCC GETS CLOCK CLEANED -- BEER TO FLOW AT VISALIA 


In a remarkable lapse of good judgment, W6OAT 
last fall accepted a challenge proffered by N6TJ to pit 
the NCCC against the SCCC in the September '87 CW Sprint. 
The rules were simple enough -- each club would sign up 
as many members as it wished on pre-registered Sprint teams, 
and when the official results were published, we would 
compare our top ten scores against their top ten, our next 
ten against their next ten, and our third ten against their 
third ten. Each of the three contests would carry a wager 
of two cases of beer to be presented by the losers to the 
winners at the Contest Forum in Visalia in April. 


By coincidence, each club pre-registered four 
teams so it looked sort of equal going into the fray. 
Well, the dust now has settled and it is my sad duty to 
report that we got our B's thoroughly K'ed in all three 
categories. NCCC Team A, comprised of W6OAT @ WA7NIN, 
N6XI, WA6VEF @ N6RO, W6RGG, W6SZN @ AI6V, K3EST @ W6GO, 
N7NG, N1EE, K6XO and N6JV, accumulated 92,846 points as 
compared to SCCC Team A's 108,936 points contributed by 
N6TR, N6AA, K6NA, W6YA, WA6OTU @ W6AQ, N6VR, N6TI, N6ZZ, 
NE6I and W6SX. NCCC Team B posted a respectable 33,451 
points from AD6E, K6LRN, W6BIP, K6HIH, K6ZM, N6EK, WW6D, 
K6KM, K6CSL and WB6DSV, but still was smothered by the 
76,446 point score of SCCC Teain B comprised of NI6W, N6MA, 
W7CB/6, NC6U @ K6JVO, W6UQF, N6ND, AC6T, W6NV, KOVV @ XE1FUX/2 
and K6VNX. All the NCCC'ers who didn't send in logs left 
it to poor old Mike, WE6G, to be the sole entry on NCCC 
Team C, and his 180 points was annihilated by the 36,746 
SCCC Team C score from W6OUL, N6CQ/3, WK6V, N6VI, N6NI, 
W6EE, K5KT/6, W6HAL, W2KVA/6 and AA6CR. 


So now it's time to pay the piper. Don't miss 
the Contest Forum where you can see us humiliated publicly 
and where you can experience first-hand the renown SCCC 
smugness. Hear them snicker and make tacky comments from 
the back rows and watch them slither up on stage to cart 
off their winnings. Then help us lay such a guilt trip 
on them that right then and there they feel compelled to 
break open their loot and share it with us. 
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SPRINT TIME 


The February Sprints are almost upon us. CW will be on 
Saturday night, February 6, and SSB will be one week later. These 
times are local -- GMT times and dates are 00:00 to 03:59 on 
February 7 and 14, respectively. Bob, W6RGG, has volunteered to 
coordinate the Club's CW entry, but unfortunately no one has yet 
stepped forward to take care of SSB. I suggest that anyone 
interested in being on an SSB team should keep close tabs on the 
repeater as something probably will come together at the last 
minute. is 


We already are off to a great start on CW because of all 
the activity from last year. The 21 NCCC'ers who submitted logs 
in September, plus the 4 others holding reserved spots based upon 
their February '87 results, fill up two and one-half teams. These 
folks, with their qualifying scores, are:

The September '87 CW Sprint was a terrific contest made 
so in large part by the hoards of West Coast activity generated by 
the infamous N6TJ/W6O0AT wager. It looks as if there probably will 
be as much or even more activity in February. If this proves 
true, you might consider revising your operating strategy with the 
thought of moving to 40 and 80 meters sooner than you otherwise 
would. In September, most of us learned, sadly, that we stayed on 
20 meters too long. Perhaps it was just the thrill of finding the 
band open for a couple of hours, but when all was said and done, 
the best rates came on the lower bands. We simply ran out of time 
before we ran out of stations to work. 


On final plea. If you do get on, be sure to send in 
your score. No matter how paltry, or how disapointed you might be 
with it, it still looks good for NCCC activity. KB on all three 
bands!
